Conestoga s Doon campus 
said when a website does not 
employ proper HTTPS, any- 
one “sniffing” can intercept 
information in transit. This 
means any third party, 
including hackers, could 
potentially access any infor- 
mation you send via HTTP. 

Jennifer Smola, a represen- 
tative from Gallivan & 
Associates, said in an email 
that thero is no reason to be 
concerned about the lack of 
HTTPS. 

‘There is no known breach 
of student information," said 
Smola. “While all data in 
transit online is vulnerable, 
all available measures are 
being taken with the service 
provided through the website 
to protect individual informa- 
tion. An additional measure 
is to include a SSL certificate 
on the website to show the 

encryption standards; this is 
currently being established.” 

According to Smola, the 
website did not have a SSL 
certificate.

No raise for CSI VPs

Students at the Waterloo 
campus can breathe a little 

Conestoga Students Inc.’s 
(CSI) two vice-presidents will 
not be getting a raise in their 
honorariums after a unani- 
mous decision by the board of 
directors on Sept. 28 at the 
monthly CSI meeting. 

An honorarium is a volun- 
tary payment for services 
whore fees ore not legally 
required. 

“It's just a bonus and it's 
something we do to appreci- 
ate everybody and all their 
hard work,” said CSI presi- 
dent Ciara Byrne. 

• The issue of honorariums 
was raised over the summer 

and they brought it to the 
board. The vice-presidents 
will be getting a monthly 
work review to see if they are 
fulfilling their job descrip- 

If a raise was given to the 

from Waterloo’s events funds 
the board was told. The budg- 
et for the Waterloo campus is 
already only $40,000 and 
they would have to take 
$10,000 to $15,000 out of the 
budget for the honorarium 


raise. Alicia McDonald, direc- 
tor of advocacy, believes this 
wouldn't have been fair to 

“That could really signifi- 
cantly affect how this year 
could go at that campus,” she 
said. “There's not a lot going 
on there as it is and that 
could diminish that even 

Lisa Steele, director of 
research and development, 
respects the work of the vice- 
presidents but thinks all of 
Conestoga's campuses should 
be treated equally no matter 
the size or prominence. 

“I don't want to take away 
from Waterloo’s budget espe- 
cially when we are trying to 
increase the presence on the 
other campuses,” said 
Steele. 

The directors get paid 
$17.50 an hour in honorari- 
ums while the vice-presidents 
get paid $12.50 an hour. The 

to get paid the same amount 
as the eight directors. Vice- 
presidents do get some perks 
though as they receive $50 
each month toward their cell- 
phone bills. 

If they gave raises to the 
two vice-presidents positions 
they would have gone over 
the honorarium budget. In 
the past the director honorar-

Are financial pressures creating stress for you? Is it difficult 
to concentrate on studying because you're not sure if you 
can pay the rent or buy groceries this month? There are a 
number of things you can do to help ease your financial 
worries. 

If your financial situation has changed, check with the 
Financial Aid office to see if you can have your OSAP entitlement reassessed. They 
also have information on bursaries. There may be bursaries and scholarships available 
for students in specific programs. Scholarships and awards available for students in 
each program are listed in the Student Guide you received at the beginning of the 
school year. Information can also be found on the College Website.
